H. C. (Court) Babb, seventy-four 
years of age, former citizen of Deca­ 
tur, and survivor of the pioneer days 
of Texas when they were really “the 
ureat open spaces where men were 
men,” not knowing what 
minute 
might bring death at the hands of 
savage Indians, died Monday night 
at' his home, Stop Ten, on the Fort 
Worth-Dallas highway. 
He is survived by his wife, one 
brother, T, A. Babb, of Amarillo, and 
two sisters, Mrs. J. D. Bell of Green­ 
ville and Miss Margie Babb of Fort 
Worth. 
Mrs. Babb is a sister of 
Robert and John Waggoner. 
Babb, 
known as “Court” to his friends, 
was for almost two decades connect­ 
ed with the cattle interests of W. T. 
Waggoner. 
Marauding ban/is of Indians ter­ 
rorized remote Texas ranches and 
even the humblest homes in the 
sixties, dealing death to many of the 
families of 
brave pioneers. 
The 
family of John Babb, living on a 
ranch twelve miles west of Decatur, 
was the victim of a small band of 
savages who wreaked their wrath on 
the family in September, 1866. “The 
Pioneer History of Wise County,” 
compiled by C. D. Cates, an(j a copy 


of which is owned by Mrs. T. C. 
McMurray, 
1208 
Hurley 
Avenue, 
gives a vivid account of the attack 
which resulted in the death of Mrs. 
Babb, who at the time had an infant 
daughter in her arms 
Margie, who 
has ii\ed with Babb at his suburban 
home for some years. 
John Babb was in Arkansas at­ 
tending to business at the tune of 
attack, and “Court,” too, was away 
from home. 
When the Indians des- 
eeaved on the place they found two 
children playing in the yard. 
They 
were “Dot” a boy of nine, who is 
T. A. Bab!) of Amarillo, and Casi- 
bianca, called “Bank,” a little gir’. 
A widow, a Mrs. Roberts, was mak­ 
ing her home with the Babbs. 
She 
fled to the attic and hid. 
Mrs. Babb, with her baby Margie, 
was in the house. 
She held her 
ground to give battle to the Indians. 
They 
cut 
her 
throat, 
and 
Mrs. 
Roberts screamed. The Indians found 
her and saved her because of her 
beauty. They took the two children 
out of the yard, kidnapping Mrs- 
Roberts and rode away, leaving Mrs. 
Babb dead and her baby craw’ing in 
her life’s blood. 
When a posse from Decatur, which 
had Dick Couch, Bob Blanton and 
Sheriff Bob Cates at its head, follow­ 
ing a recent massacre at the Russell 
home, not so far away, and by the 
same band, reached Che Babb home, 
„ 'TV' 


the portentous silence almo t tellin: 
its

story. 
They 
found 
the 
mother dead and babe dyed in her 
blood. The infant was transferred to 
a neighbor’s home and the posse hit 
the trail, bent on wreaking ven­ 
geance. 
But upon the Wichita river 
their poorly equipped mounts gave 
out and they were forced to return. 
The two captive children, “Dor” 
and “Bank,” remained with the In­ 
dians a year, as did Mrs. Robert-;. 
They were finally rescued by white 
people, who paid ransom in ponies 
and blankets. 
Babb was for years a cow boy and 
co worker with W. T. (Tom) Wag­ 
goner on properties in Texas and in 
the Indian Territory. 
About twenty 
years ago Babb became connected 
with the Cattle Raisers Association 
as an inspector and stayed there fot 
seven or eight years. 
He retired 
some years ago ana lived at Stop 
Ten with his wife and sister. 
Funeral services for the pionee- 
cattleman were herd on Wednesday 
morning in Fort Worm, conducted 
by Rev. McCullouch, pastor of the 
Sycamore Heights Methodist church. 
The body was brought overland to 
Decatur and burial was made in the 
city cemetery. 
The many fried Is of this man in 
Wise countv, vi!l V grieved to learn 
of his passing. 
Court Bab!) had 
numerous friends; 
he was one of 


the most honorable of men, and he 
went to his grave loved and respected 
by hundreds of' people in this sec­ 
tion of the country.

a bare, unattractive place to one of 
beauty, is in every sense of the word, 
a public benefactor. 
Every person who improves his 
home grounds with trees, shrubbery, 
flowers and grass influences others to 
do 
likewise. 
There 
is something 
about it that is catching. 
When a 
neighbor sees his friend r e m a k e the 
appearance of his home by properly 
planting the grounds, it automatically 
creates a desire on his part to im­ 
prove his own grounds. 
It is like the 
snowball that is started down the hill 
— the farther it goes, the bigger it 
gets. 
Therefore, let those who im­ 
prove and plant the home grounds 
do the best job possible, not only for 
his own sake, but for the effect it 
will have on others doing this kind 
work.
